viewer calls them, in discrimination from men pf 
active employments whom he calls " men of 
action." Without intending the discovery, the 
reviewer shows that authorship is more es- 
teemed In America than It Is in England. 
There, tho eminence of an author procures him 
admission to tho highest society, only as its 
amusement or its Hon. The knighthood ob- 
lalned by Walter Scott Is tbe highest titular 
distinction mere literature ever obtained in 
Gioat Britain, and it stood ulone In a pcilod of 
aji"s,—Bulwei's knighthood, being founded on 
his ancestry. Tho Irony evinced by Dickens 
a;;, lust the "Barnacles"exhibits the soreness 
of iis mind ut the social distinctions from whieli 
lie Is excluded. Thackeray in the introJuction 
to i series of lectures iu London, exclaimed: 
"To any literary man who s»ys society des 
phis my profession, 1 say with all my might 
mi—no—mi'" Sucli a disclaimer as this, on 
sue i an occasion, shows proof positive the ox- 
ls'< ice of a disclaimed feeling.

The 


countries. In England the reign of Quee 
Anne, with its valiant generals and military 
successes, iis distinguished men of letters 
science, genius, and wit, ushered in the centu 
ry brilliantly. In the latter part of the prece 
ding nne, in scmi-bai baious Russia, the haughty 
and ambitious Princess Sophia Alexiewna 
who, as regent, had governed absolutely ane 
sternly, and commanded that the coin of the 
realm should bear her image, disliking to lay 
down her power for a gloomy life in a monas- 
tery—a retreat to which the princesses of her 
nattion were in that day generally consigned— 
Intrigued to supplant her liaff-brother, Peter the 
First, in order to reign alone as Czarina. The 
young Czar, before setting out on his tiavels to 
learn shipbuilding and other useful arts, had 
put down Sophia's paitisans, dispelled her 
hopes of deposing him, and condemned her to 
the Ills she hail so dreaded. During his ab- 
sence the Slrelil/, revolted and invited Sophia 
to leave her monastery Cor tho throne. On 
learning this, Peter, full of fury, battened back 
to Moscow, and after quelling the revolt, or- 
dered cttroclous cruelties to be inflicted on tho 
retells, and with his own hands helped to exe- 
cute them. The corps uf Strelitz, or fusileers, 
orijjinullv funned by Ivan the Tenible, Peter 
disbanded, and finally, iu the first year of the 
eighteenth century, shut up Sophia for lifu.and 
compelled his weak minded Imlf-brolher, Jvnn 
to reslilc on his estates at somo distance from 
I ho capital. 


From the year 1725 the Czarinas Catherine 


the I'i.'sl, Anne Ivanowna, the Regent Anne 
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"no!is" are the nobility, the "snobs" are those 
who affect Importance, and the "flunkeys" are 
thoin who piacticfl subserviency to the other 
two classes ; and perhaps nothing exhibits bet- 
ter I he status of literary men when the reviewer 
blth'ily remarks thai " When George III, once 
tn lut whole life talked to Dr. Johnson for half 
an hour, all flunkoydoin was astonished at the 
King's condescension." Tho icviewor also puts 
forth thai Hie familiar intercouise which existed 
twerii Byron and Tom Moore, was only UUM- 
keyisiii on the part of Moore and patronage on 
tho port of Byrou ; for on speaking of the ap- 
parent friendship which existed between them, 
Byrou contemptuously remarked: "Ah, Torn; 
my loves a lord.'" 


With tills insight into the social position of 


literary men in England, wo get a clearer idea 
why these men of thought uniformly malign 
us after they happen to visit the United States 
and experience the homage with which we are 
accustomed to regard them ; Byron's contempt 
for Tommy's love of a lord being naturally felt 
Oy Tommy himself towards us, when on a visit 
to our country over a half century ago. UK 
found himself " the observed of all observers." 
So, when Dickens first landed in New Tori; 
and found lie could confer honor on any one 
whosi' hospilalily he should accept, he very 
uatui.illy full that a society which could be 
thus honored munt b« itnmonoclj I..R..IVI i,., 1,1.,, 
society ill England, that would iidmit him only 
as a condescension ; and Ihe "Notes" lie look 
are full of tbe impress of that conviction. If 
now we inquire why authorship is a more ele- 
vated occupation in our country than it Is in 
England, we shall find that il proceeds from 
the absence with us of a class who deem them, 
selves hereditarily, superior lo men of any la- 
borious ocotjuliim ; and secondly, I think, from 
our not yet recognizing the fact that book mak- 
ing o> authoislup is become wllh us a mere 
tasle or profession, as it has long been consid- 
ered in England, where books or literary mailer 
of any kind can be procured by order us regu- 
larlv ri.n a pair of boots. 


Tbe Americans entertain the belief generally 


that lo write a book requires a gift of nature, 
more Iban plodding industry, and so it does In 
eome lespects. And Is It not true that we seem 
to believe that nothing is intellectual but litera- 
ture, though to originate a largo steamship, or 
fine building, or bridge, requires probably more 
Intellect, and of a higher grade, than to write 
the best book ever written in this country. 


When a lion saw tbe picture of a man van- 


quishing a lion, lie said (so tlie fable goes) were 
lions painters they would represent tlie lion as 
vanquishing the man ; so it is with literary 
people, being llwauthors of all published criti- 
cisms or contrasts between book making and 
other occupations, always represent, the former 
as man's highest occupation. 
But tbe time Is 


probably come for emancipation from this error. 
"Authorship," says a distinguished 
writer, 


"ought to be estimated relatively lo other hu- 
man efforts, by its relative difficulty." 


Napoleon accomplished what perhaps no other 


man could have accomplished, hence we may 
picperly say he excelled all mankind ; while a 
rope dancer may perform what no other U)t>n 
can imitate, simply because no other men—or 
but few—wi!l m.ike similar efl'ort? for so poor 
an attainment. By a like standard Shakespeare 
may occupy a position as high as Napoleon, 
•while the grealer number of antfiors approach 
more nearly the lope dancer's category; for if 
all men cannot produce ordinary books, the in- 
•abiiitv proceeds from a preference for more use- 
ful piiisuits. 


To increase human knowledge by developing 


tiew intellectual truths, is creditable to any 
one; but It constitutes a department ot litera- 
ture that is as rare as the devolopmonl of phys- 
ical truths; while books that merely amuse or 
excite are as easy of formation as the images of 
the kaleidoscope, and made by the same pro- 
cess— a new arrangementof old materials. We 
laugh at an Indian, who, daubed^with paint and 
decked witli cheap feathers, deems himself or- 
namented; but subject to an equal mistake 
are those who write trifling books and deem 
themselves literati.

ly, too, with tho selfish, unflinching hardness 
more charact.jnstlc of &slcp-mutl>er, than with 
the anxious solicitude to promote the prosperi- 
ty and happiness of her subjects which the ti- 
tle—in adulation bestowed on her by seivile 
llattcrer-i—of " Itfollicr of her people " would 
seem to imply. This century of reignii).; Euro- 
pean empresses and queens closed with the 
reign of Donna Maria the First, of Portu°al, 
under whom tho great Marquez (h Pombal,tho 
Kiclielicu of liia nation, was persecuted and dis- 
graced ; his fiflbrts for the regeneration of his 
country thwarted, and his work everywhere 
undone at tho instigation of a cr.'.tty, unprinci- 
pled pri( sthood, who ruled the weak mind of 
their timid and superstitious soverei"n, who 
eventually became insiino.

The naive remark of the young Ducliess of 


Burgundy to Louis tho .Fourteenth and Ma- 
dame dc Maintenon, that " wlian quoeus reign 
men govern, and women govern when kliigs' 
reign "—so often repealed (hat it has passed 
into a proverb—tested by the experience of the 
eighteenth century, would seem to apply even 
more forcibly to kings than to queens.

But th* 
1 scepter so rlespoticfllly swayott by 


tbe female sovereigns of ijussit was not guided 
by men. The numerous unworthy favorites 
raised by these women to places of power and 
trust mciuly availed tlietnselvc: i f their weak- 
nesses and vices, and the oppoi'unity ol tyran- 
nizing ov<T nnd plundering the unhappy people, 
in order rapidly to amass weald while their 
uncertain tenure of favor lasted. And by a 
long course of the depravity that led to this 
species of misrule and constant cKmge of rules, 
tyranny, corruption, and licentiousness became 
under the Czarinas.the very essem-e of the Rus- 
sian system of government. Catherine the 
Second, without abandoning the system, great- 
ly modified It. For with the vices of her piede- 
cessors she also possessed the great ambition 
of playing before tbe world tbe part of an able 
ruler and powerful sovereign. Uer 'influence 
has extended even tn the present day in the ag- 
gressive |KiIicy handed down to and adopted by 
her successors; who have invariably acted in 
accordance with it whenever a pi ctext could be 


Peter considered, and, therefore, particularly 
obnoxious to him. Gradually be humbled and 
flushed them ; leaving them only the privilege 
or appearing on great slate occasions at court. 
Even Oien he marked his contempt for them by 
assigning them places far below those of his 
own nobility—the men who by service had ob- 
tained military rank, held offices of trust in the 
slate, or were skillful superintendents of his 
dockyards or works.

It is singular that a semi-ba, ':vous country, 


whose women until eo recent!/ and for ages 
been the mere abject slaves of enslaved men, 
should ali'ord the alraust sin;ie example of 
having been dcspju.ally governed during the 
greater part of a cei.rury by ti' e or six female 
sovereign* in succession; the short reign of the 
child Peter tbe Second and tbe :ix months of 
that of tin unfortunnis Peter til Third alone 
intervening—Anne uf Brunswick having rnitd 
as regent during the few monthi that her baby, 
Ivan, was acknowledged as C/.a'. The Rus- 
sian wou.ju o»nd tneir emaneip ilion to that 
grand, intellectual barbarian, Pf'er the First. 
A man of iron will, large views, and great te- 
nacity of purpose; of powerful physique; coarse, 
brutal, and criminal. Yet a man in every re- 
spect as well fitted to trample on long-cherished 
customs ."tid national picjudicesa* to cope with 
the difficulties of consolidating (.lie scattered 
and thinly populated provinces of the wild 
vvastes of Russia into one vast empire, a'nd of 
overcoming the resistance nature .ieemed to op- 
pose to. his project of laying iu a swamp the 
foundations of a great city, in order to give to 
that empire—with an eyt to future conquests 
—a second capital directly communicating with 
the Baltic. In the carrying out of this project 
human life was as largely and remorselessly sac- 
rificed as at Versailles and Marly to the whims 
of another equally callous but more refined and 
eflemiiiato despot—" la grande Monarque "— 
for '-the now stately granite-built St. Peters- 
burg rest? upon a bed of human skeletons." 


Such court lite as there was under the rule 


of Peter the First was in every way the reverse 
of courtly. The manners and domestic habits 
of the Cznr and bis associates were rather those 
of savages, than of a people on whom even the 
the first gUiuin of civilization had dawned. 
At 


the court dinners Peter entertained a mixed as- 
semblage uf shipwright and other artisans, gen- 
erals, priests, ministers of state, merchants, am- 
bassadors.'and people of all grades and trades 
employed on his works. The workmen, in the 
dress of their calling, filled the places of honor 
next tbe Czar, who appeared iu the same kind 
of coarse woollen clothing. Other guests who 
could find seats at llie-feative board took pos- 
session of them sans cereinonie. Those who 
could not stood around, getting stray morsels, 
" by hook or by crook," and in the intervals re- 
freshing themselves with "potations pottle 
deep" of brandy and common Tokay; for in 
them tho Czar allowed of no stint to his guests 
and in no wise stinted himself. Before the re- 
past was half finished the company was up- 
roarious, and in the end, inflamed by strong 
drink, more ferocious than wild beasts—never 
leparaliu;; until, in their drunken frenzy, while 
fighting und blaspheming, -they had Inflicted 
some bodily injury on each other. And the 
more the blood flowed the merrier tbe meeting, 
and the moie to the taste of the Czar. From 
these royal banquets the class called the old ar- 
istocracy was rigidly excluded. It consisted of 
families who plumed themselves on their de- 
scent from the bold Scandinavian pirate Bunk, 
who founded tbe Russian empire during'the 
ninth century. They were generally wealthy 
and pompous in manner, from piide In their 
ancient lineage; ostentations, and of indolent 
habits—aa unprofitable part of tbe community, 


goblet of brandy between each operation? He 
knew, barbarian though he was, that Uussla 
was far, very far behind the kingdoms of the 
West in civilization. 
He desired to raise her to 


their level; it would conduce to her material 
greatness, and was, therefore, a subject much 
in his thoughts. His far-seeing views sug- 
gested to him tho ameliiiration of woman's so- 
cial position, and tier Introduction into sociitv 
as a means toward iis modern reorganization, 
ibis keen observer bad not failed lo notice 
when visiting foreign courts the beneficial and 
civilizing pfl'jct of woman's presence there, and 
the deference and respect with which she was 
treated.

He determined to pub- 
licly mairy his Livonian mistress, the Lutheran 
priest's servant-maid, Martha, taken captive at 
ihe siege of Marienbnrg by General Bauer, who 
ceded her to the powerful Prince Meucbikoff 
from whom she was transferred to the Czar, at 
his urgent, request. For years she had followed 
the camp with him and borne uncomplainingly 
Ins frequent outbursts of drunken frenzy and 
the application of the cane to her back. 
But 


she managed hci ferocious hero with excellent 
tact, and by energy united to persuasion, was 
otical service to him at Prnth. When sur- 
rounded there by the Turkish army, she urged 
linn to attempt negotiations with the grand vi- 
zier, and herself collected all the money and 
valuables in the camp and sent them to that 
high functionary to induce him to forbear 
pressing bis advantage, and she prevailed. The 
Turks had tbe Czar in their clutches, out al- 
lowed Iiim to escape on bis undertaking to re- 
store Azof and withdraw from the Black Sea.

He then married ber pub- 
licly, and in 1724, the year before his death, she 
was crowned at Moscow, with great pomp and 
splendor. The Czar himself robed her in the 
imperial mantle, which was of clolli of gold, 
linud witli ermine, and placed the crown on her 
head.

Thus, to the accompa- 
niment of a furious clang-clanging of all the 
hells of Moscow, was tbe first Empress of Rus- 
sia proclaimed. The Caars before Peter's time 
hail not assumed the imperial titie. 


No time was lost in issuing a Ukase, which 


was expected at once to transform the hitherto 
semi-barbarous Court of Russia into a brilliant 
lival of that of Versailles. The nobles, the of- 
ficers of state, tbe merchants, even the old ar- 
istocracy, all indeed who frequented the coutt, 
were commanded henceforth to bring with them 
their wives and daughters, mothers and sisters. 
Also to open their houses mice or twice in the 
week, from four till ten p. m., for the enter- 
tainment of each other's families; and should 
therd be any marriages on tbe tapis, Peter or- 
dered that no betrothal should take place until, 
by this new system of mutual visitingand fam- 
ily intercourse, the young people had had for 
some weeks an opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted.* But national prejudice, based on 
the custom of Jiges, could not immediately give 
way, even before the strong will and Ukase of 
an imperial despot. 
Many men neither a|>- 


proved of, nor saw any wisdom In innovations, 
accoiding so large a share of liberty to women. 
They even murmured—solto vocc, be it under- 
stood, for they bad a wholesome dread of the 
knout, and Siberia. Some of the poor crushed 
women, or women without spirit, from long se- 
clusion, poor things, also shrank from the or- 
deal of the flint appearance in public. 
But Pe- 


ter resolved that his Katinka's court should be 
fully attended, and all defaulters, or transgress- 
ors of the rules of tbe new code of fashion, 
were condemned to swallow, at one draught, an 
enormous tankard full of brandy—the tankard, 
from its form and size, was called the "great 
eagle of Russia." This decree was certainly a 
gross mistake on the part of a reformer who de- 
sired to bring the decencies of society into 
vogue. 


More select dinners, however, were now 


given than formerly; for though tbe ship- 
wrights were still the Czar's most welcome 
nud honored guests, some little attention to 
toilette was exacted. 
They had to wash and 


brush up a bit after work and to don their Suri- 
iluy eoats; for did not the Czarina and the la- 
dies who attended her now put in an appear- 
ance, and airayed in tbe last Paris fashion? 
Peter had provided himself for great court re- 
ceptions with a coat of blue silk, fringed and 
betasselled, and embroidered with gold. It 
was, therefore, but reasonable tliat be should 
ask both men and women to conform in their 
dress to a pattern he had brought from tbe 
West. They were required to adopt a new 
style of bead-dress, and the men were to shave 
otftbeir beaids or pay a fine. The Czar had 
turned his attention also to music, and bad or-" 
ganizod a fine band. The hulls of the palace 
were swept and garnished, and weekly the im- 
perial pair issued invitations to a court ball. 
For arriving late a whole party of his ministers 
on one occasion was thrashed, and even Men- 
schikoff was caned for wearing his sword while 
dancing. If the bead of any family, smolher- 
jng bis rage, expressed his deep regret that his 
womankind were unable to attend, and hum- 
bly prayed their Majesties to excuse them, foi th- 
wilh Peter despatched his seivauts or officers of 
the household and compelled these recusants of 
the new order of things to come tbe entertain- 
ment to which they had been bidden. The 
toiffeurs, 
the modistes, and other artistes iu 


tbe needs of fashion were invited to settle in 
the Russian capital, with promise of especial 
privileges. Katinka patronized them lavishly, 
and the ladies of her court followed suit. She 
had cast off forever her coarse woollen coats, 
and was now always draped with richest silks, 
wrapped in choicest furs, and decked with gold 
and jewels rare. Emancipated woman, recon- 
ciled to the strangeness of liberty, soon made 
the fullest use of it. And many a benediction 
was fervently invoked by rosy lips on the do- 
mestic-reforming Czar, while many a curse on 
him, deeply growled, issued from between the 
clenched teeth of discomfited lords and masters. 
Peter is said to have established and edited at 
this time a Russian newspaper, but we are not 
told whether it contained any fashionable court 
uews. Its circulation must, indeed, have been 
limited, whatever its contents, as few, very 
few, were then able to read.

Personality is at all times dangerous because 


an uncertain cbarm ; and no one can say how 
much of it is real—the sign visible of tbe grace 
invisible—and how much a mere trick of man- 
ner and a mask more or less consciously worn. 
Truo or false, it is not of the same v,ilue as 
principles ; and, being personal and individual, 
is necessarily temporary and tiutransmittable. 
Tbe system which is upheld chieflv by the at- 
tractive or influential personality of a leafier or 
a chief fails to the ground when he is no more. 
When the first Napoleon was worsted what be- 
came ol imperialism until the third revived it 
by a charm ? What is the secret of successful 
mesmerism? 
What the foundation of those 


pretensions to mediumship which the world lias 
not yet agreed to accept t'raukly, or to discard 
finally? "What is it, too, in a family which 
makes this or that a domestic power which the 
rest believe in, follow, and Imitate, they scarce- 
ly Know why, and for which the reason given 
is never sufficient for the effect piodnced ? It 
is not due to any one quality, though one is 
generally assigned ; and because John-is brave, 
because Mary is truthful, because George is 
kind, and so on, comes as the reasons why. 
No, the honor and obedience of the others are 
due to tbe personality of tbe one exalted, and 
have no connection with substantial goodness 
or superiority. The best one among them, if 
destitute of this mysterious power, bas no influ- 
ence whatsoever; and virtues tliat^re not set 
in a pleasant or imposing personality lose all 
their effect—like silver, blackened by sulphur, 
steel touched with acid. Some people call this 
quality magnetism; and speak of a magnetic 
man as one who leads his audience and influ- 
ences his parts—perhaps not always to the best 
issues or from the loftiest motives. When the 
two things go together—heroic thought and 
magnetic personality—then we get a world's 
great teacher, a man whose name Becomes sym- 
bolic and whose leaching changes the faith and 
fortunes of nations; a man for whom men die 
and women forsake all that makes life, their 
own; whose ptivate beliefs sway public coun- 
cils J and who are landmarks by which history 
records Ibe progress of humanity and the bu- 
rial-place of error. In the present distracted 
state of things it would be weli for hutnairily if 
some such power should arise once more among 
the nations—leaching them the better way and 
how to live the nobler life, by using the mate- 
rials that lie aiound them ; and if some success 
might, be due to bis personality, his endur- 
ing mark would be made by virtue of tbe thing 
he taught. 


Tho late Professor Henry,particularly liked 


to rise at daybreak, and, throwing a dressing- 
gown around his shoulders, he, would pass from 
the bedroom to his study or his office, and 
write, lead, and make notes as be read, until 
the family called him to an 8 o'clock breakfast. 
It Js said by a friend, who had known him 
well for the last sixteen yeans, that in that 
time Professor Henry Jiever used a harsh or an 
unkind word to a person, dead or living. 
Though he was at times, when imposed upon, 
severe and 
dignified in bearing, yet he re- 


pre-sed anything save the most courtly lan- 
guage of reproach. As a boy he was an invet- 
eiate novel reader, until at sixteen an English 
book of scientific lectures happened to fall into 
his hands. He was so interested In it that the I 
owi.er presented It to him, and he kept it ever 
afterwards among his treasures. On tbe fly- i 
leaf is this paragraph, written b> him in 1637: 
" Tills book, although by no xieans a 'pro- i 
found work, has, under Providence, exerted a 
remarkable influence on my life.- It accident- j 
ally fell into my. hands when I was abpkt six- 
teen years old, and was the first book, wjtVthe 
exception of works of fiction, that I ever, read' 
with attention. It opened to me a new world 
of thought and enjoyment, invested things be- 
fore almost unnoticed with the highest interest, 
fixed my mind on the study of Nature, and 
caused me to resolve at the time of reading it 
that I would devote uiy life to tbe acquisition of 
knowledge.

It 
is estimated that engines on this plan can be 
manufactured at one-fourth, or less, tlie cost of 
those now in use, and their simplicity, and the 
possibility of making them of cxlieinely light 
weight, will extend the use of steam engines 
beyond the present, limit.

—By the death of John A. MacGahan jour-

A Ooml Law—The Better Protection of 


Children. 


The following abstractor a bill, pas3»d by the 


Legislature, has become a law :— 


Section 1 provides that if any person shall 


treat, abuse, or inflict inirieerssarlly-cruel cor- 
poral punishment upon any infant or minor, be 
or she shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, aud 
upon conviction shall be lined by any justice, 
magistrate, or court of record not less than $10 
nor more than $50, for each offense. 


Sec. 2. No person having the care or custody 


of any minor cbild under the age of fifteen 
years shall sell, apprentice, or otherwise give 
away or dispose ol such mn.or; or any person 
who shall receive or employ such minor for rope 
or wire-walking:, or dancing, or as an acrobat or 
gymnast, begging, or any obscene, indecent or 
illegal exhibition or vocation, d.ingeious to 
health, or for prostitution, pi who shall harboi 
or employ any such minor in any ab^iKimt 
house or brothel, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Fine not less than $00, nor 
more than $100 for each offense. 


S«c. 3. The employment of a child undei 


twelve years in any underground work or mine 
is declared a misdemeanor. 
Fine not less than 


S10, nor inon. than $30. 


The other sections provide for the punish- 


ment of the violators of the law. A law some- 
what cognate to the foregoing was also passed 
prohibiting the employment of waiter girls in 
saloons, places of amusement, &c.

It occurred in his own 
house, and was continued lor some time, and 
across, as I understood him, more than one 
room. The spider, as soon as lie found himself 
marked down, showed the greatest terror, run- 
ning hither and thither, with many doubles 
and turns. These the wasp, a long, thin-bodied 
variety, followed accurately, turn by mm, 
never quitting the spider's track for an 'instant, 
recovering, when at fault, like a dog, until, after 
an exciting chase, he seized his exhausted prey, 
and iho keenly interested human obseiver se- 
cured both puransr and victim 
Henry Cecil.

AHhoush many maj.be lying down,every 
borsu In-a stable is on his feet at the slightest 
noise. It is, besides, almost universally regard- 
ed, and usually truly, as a sign of ill health,, if 
a horse is found lying in the day time. I havo 
recently come to the conclusion, however, tbat 
if hoi ses are perfectly easy In their miuds, »bcy 
will take as much comfort in lying down as 
cattle do, and I can point to one stable, not ray 
own, where spirited well-fed horses way -be 
wen lying down at almost any time of the day 
or night, and it comes from the perfect confi- 
dence, (bey have in their groom.—^jricutttir- 
itt.
